PRESIDENT ATTACKED 


PRESIDENTIAL STAND INVADED 
AT THE AUTEUIL RACE COURSE. 


Head of the French President— 


Count Christiani Aims a Blow at ay 
His Hat Saved Him. | 


Peris, June 5.—President Loubet ace | 
companied by the premier, M Dupuy, 
and the cnief of the military honsebold, 
Gen. M. C. Bailloud. drove to the Au- 
tenil races this afternoon c'osely fol- | 
loaved by Madame Loubet in a second | 


jlandau. As they drove along the Ave- | 
nue Des Champs Elysee the crowd | 


bowed respectfully, but on arriving at | 
Auteuil they were met by a violent | 
demoustration, evidently organized and | 
directed against ‘the presideut. There 
was a storm of hoots, yells and cries of 
‘*Panama,’’ ‘‘A bas Loube”’ and ** Vivi 
Parmnee.’’ A few shouts of *‘ Vivi Lou- 
bet’? were drowned inthe clamor. <A 
strong force of police kept order and 
urrestec many of the disturbers, in- 
cluding a man who tried to force his 
way to the president’s carriage. 

During the second race the clamor 
increased in violence and was directed 
by a committee of the league of pat- 
riots, collected with their supporters | 
both before and behind the presidential | 
stand around which a formidable affray | 
proceded. During the grana steeple- 
chase many blows were struck and sev- 
eral policemen were injured in their 
endeavors to prevent an invasion of the 
presidential stand. At the crisis of 
excitement, while shouts of ‘*Vivi 
L’Armee”’ and ‘‘Vivi  Deroulede’’ 
were heard on all sides, Count Chris- 
tiani rushed toward the president 
brandishing astick und directed a blow 
against him, striking his hat. The 
crowd rushed upon Christiani, who 
only escaped severe handling, by being 
taken under police protection. 

President Loubet remained all the 
while unmoved, talking to the premier, 
while the officers of his military house- 
hold were defending him against vio- 
lence. Finally after thirty arrests had | 
been made, the prefect of police order- 
ed the republican guards to surround 
the presidential stand. The principal 
leaders of the demonstration were M. 
Joseph Lasies, anti-Semite and Nation- | 
alist, a deputy for Cers, and M. Firmin 
Faure, anti-Semite and Nationalist, 
deputy for Oran, Algeria. The police 
inspector, Crilliere, had his head seri- | 
ously wounded in the melee, and Pres- 
ident Lounbet has since decorated him 
with the Cross of the Legion of Honor 
in recognition of his devotion to duty. 


G. T. R. STRIKE OVER. 


Trackmen Have Keturned to Work, the! 
Company Promising tO Accept 
Arbitration, 

Montreal, June 5.—The G. T. R. 
trackmen’s strike is over and the men 
return to work Monday, having sur- 
rendered unconditionally. The _ posi- 
tion of the strikers was weakened by 
the fact that the engineers showed no 
disposition to side with them. E. F. 
Clarke, George Taylor and J. Powell, 
all members of parliament, came here 
on behalf of the men on Saturday and 
interviewed General Manager Hays, 
after which they advised the local 
heads of the strike that the men should 
return to work at once, and their ad- 
vice was accepted, word being sent all 
along the line to Toronto to that effect. 
Chairman Pole, representing the strik- 
ers, says the company has agreed to ac- 
cept arbitration in the matter, but in 
any case they had left the matter in 
the hands of Messrs. Powell and Tay- 
lor, and Hays promised to deal with 
them. General manager Hayes says 
there are no conditions, save simply 
that the men have returnsed to work. 


Killed by Lightning. 


Killarney, June 4.—Chas. W. James 
was killed by lightning in front of his 
ownv house in Killarney Saturday even- 
ing. He wason his way home at the 
time. His wife was looking out of the 
window at him coming towards the 
hense and saw him fall.

He leaves a widow and one 
daughter. The deceased was a member 
of the Chosen Friends, and a local 
speaker in the Methodist church. 


Rey. H. P. Lowe Dead. 


Calgary, June 5.—Rev. H. P. Lowe, 
rector of the Chuerb of the Redeemer, 
died suddenly at noon yesterday. 

The reverend gentleman was just re- 
covering from a serious attack of pneu- 
monmia and was able to sit up and read 
during the forenoon, but later on he 
was scized with an attack of heart fail- 
ure and expired in a few minutes.

BRITISH COLUMBIA 


Requested by the Imperial Government 
to Amend the Anti- Japanese Act, 

Ottawa, June 5.—The imperial gov- 
ernment thiough the colonial secretary, 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, has asked the 
Canadian government to disallow the 
anti-Japanese legislation, passed by the 
late Turner government of British Co- 
lumbia, if the province do not agree to 
amend the law at the next meeting of 
the provincial legislature. If the prov- 
ince should consent to amend the act 
complained of by Japan, then Mr. 
Chamberlain suggests that the Domin- 
ion should pass a law somewhat similar 
to the Natal act and in this way Brit- 
ish Columbia would be protected from 
the inroads of the Japanese 2bout as 
effectually as if the present bill re- 
mained on the provincial statute hook. 
It is the objectionable character of the 
act, which is regarded as an insult 
upon the people that Japan complains 
of and not as to any other result it may 
have against them, Japan is a friendly 
ally of Britain and itis regarded by 
the imperial government that in the in- 
terests of Canada and Britain alike 
this friendship ought to be maintained 
in the Orient ‘more especially when the 
object sought for can be attained in no 
other way. It is understood that the 
Dominion government have commani- 
cated wish the British Columbia gov- 
ernment to see if they can suggest any 
remedy on that matter. If not then it 
goes wvithout saying that the legisla- 
tion will have to be disallowed. 

The same act contains restriction on 
Chinese immigration. What the pro- 
vincial government had done was to 
apply the Chinese act tothe Japanese 
and if the act is disallowed it will 
place the Japanese on the same footing 
as the Chinese, which neither the im- 
perial or the Dominion governments 
desire to do. Indeed :t is under con- 
sideration here at the present time to 
increase the poll tax on Chinese and it 
will be generally regretted that the 
present law against them will have to 
be disallowed, but under the circum- 
stances should the province: refuse to 
act at the suggestion of the home gov- 
ernment there will be no option. 

The British Colambia government 
have notified the Dominion government 
that they will not amend the anti- 
Japanese legislation so that the provin- 
cial bill will be disallowed.

AMERICANS SURPRISED AT THE 
ARBAY OF HANDSOME WOMEN. 


Senator Beveridge’s Tour Through 
the Southern Islands—Gen. 
King on the War. 


Manila, June 4.—The United Staets 
Phillippines commission last night 
gave the most brilliant ball Manila has 
ever seen. It was one of series en- 
tertainments intended to foster the 
friendship between the Americans and 
the patives. The commission bas the 
handsomest residence in Manila, over- 
looking the harbor, the grounds sur- 
rounding it were iliuminated while the 
house was decorated with American 
colors. The newly appoiuted judges, 
General Ous, a namber of other Amer- 
ican officers and many wealthy natives 
were present. There was a display of 
gorgeous native toilets and many jew- 
els were worn and the uwrray of hand- 
some women surprised the Americans. 
Tnere was a long programm: of Amer- 
ican and Filipino dances, followed by 
the rendering of several instrumental 
selections. 

U. S. Senator Albert J. Beveridge, 
of Indiana. who came to the Philip- 
pines some time ago, made a fortnight’s 
trip in the southern islauds, visiting 
Iloilo, Negros and Cebu. Doring his 
tour he talked with the chief of the 
Jolos, who has 2,000 fighting men un- 
der his command and who professes 
friendship for America, which frieud- 
ship, he hinted, might be strengthened 
by the continuance of the annual sub- 
sidy of $12,000, formerly paid hy the 
Spaniards. Senator Beveridge will 
ieave here on Saturday. He intends to 
travel in China.

Former Employees Arrested and Charged 
With Illegal Acts. 

Montreal, June 4. — The Grand 
Trunk management do not think the 
time has yet come to present their case 
to the public cncerning the strixe.

PROVINCIAL RIGHTS. 


Ontario Objects to Federal Legislation 
on Monetary Systems. 

Toronto, June 4.--Attorney-General 
Hardy has prepared a memorandum on 
the subject of tne federal government’s 
attitude on the loan company legisla- 
tion in which the minister of justice is 
held to be encroaching on provincial 
rights. Particular objection is taken to 
the bill now before the senate. The 
memorandum formally protests against 
the proposed legislation, and conciudes 
as follows: ‘‘The whole question is of 
the gravest importance, and may, in- 
deed will, if the bill is adopted and 
becomes law, lead to a serious conflict 
between the Dominion and the prov- 
ince; it wi:l constitute a new preced- 
ent adverse to the rights of the prov- 
inces, and may lead to complications, 
both of a constitutional and financial 
character which may not now be fore- 
seen. The legislation, too, is contrary 
to the spirit of all legislation upon the 
subject in question, which has taken 
place since confederation. There has 
always been a number of members of 
the house of commons, and also of the 
senate, closely identified with mone- 
tary institutions of the province, and 
there have always been difficult and 
delicate questions of jurisdiction touch- 
ing these institutions. The effort un- 
der all past governments has been to 
procure joint legislation by the Domin- 
ion and the province where it was pro- 
posed by legislation to touch these 
questions on the boundary line, so to 
speak, of the jurisdiction of the respec- 
tive aathorities and legislation has 
from time to time cleared away those 
difficulties which might have arisen 
had either the province or the Domin- 
ion been the sole legislators. 

‘‘For the foregoing, amongst other 
reasons, I venture to hope that legisla- 
tion, having for its object the over- 
throw of the provincial system of loan 
companies, so wide in their ramifica- 
tions, and so intimately connected with

Chatham, June 4.—A gang of Ital- 
ians were taken to Belle River Friday 
on a G. T. R. special and put to work 
on the tracks, taking the places of the 
striking section men. The citizens of 
Belle River showed strong sympathy 
for the strikers by refusing to sell the 
Italians any food, or even allow them 
any drinking water. Two special con- 
stables were taken from Windsor to be 
on hand to protect the men and the 
railway property in case of any out- 
break. Late last night it is reported a 
crowd of sympathizers gathered about 
the car in which the Italians and police 
were housed. Notice was given the 
men to leave Belle River in twenty 
minutes or the car would be fired.

FROM THE HAGUE. 


PLANS FOR DISARMAMENT PRO- 
POSED BY SEVERAL NATIONS. 


The Sub-Committee Adopts the U. S. 
Plan With Few Alterations— 
lItaly’s Proposals. 


The Hague, June 2.—Both sessions 
of the disarmament committee met to- 
day and, as was anticipated, failed to 
agree with regard to the question of 
new ipventious in armaments. The 
drafting committee of the arbitration 
commitcee made some advance this af- 
ternoon. The American:delegates sub- 
mitted their scheme relating to an ar- 
bitration tribunal. The plan differs 
from the British proposal. It provides 
that each country shall appoint a single 
arbitrator to be selected by the supreme 
courts of the signatory powers. The 
tribunal shall bave » permanent cen 
tral seat and be composed, of at least 
three judges, who shall not be natives 
or residents of the countries belonging 
to the powers in discord. The general 
expenses shall be shared proportionate- 
ly. In the event of pew facts arising 
within three months of a decision, the 
same tribunal shall have power to try 
aagin the questions in dispute. Re- 
courre to the tribunal shall, be optional 
to the signatory powers. . 

The tribunal shall not take cogmniz- 
ance of any dispute unti] assured that 
the parties concerned will accept its 
decision. 

Apart from the above project, the 
Americans have proposed a special 
scheme of mediation, providing that in 
the event of a difference ‘arising be- 
tween two powers, each shall choose 
avother power to act as its second. The 
powers thus selected shall do all they 
can to reconcile the opponents. These 
seconding powers shall, even when war 
has broken out, continue their efforts 
with a view of ending hostilities as 
soon as possible. 

The amendment of Count Nigra, 
head of the Italian delegation to the 
peace conference, to the Russian arbi- 
tration scheme, proposes the following 
article: 1. In the event of the immin- 
ence of a sonflict between’ two or more 
powers, after the failure of all at- 
tempts at conciliation by the means of 
indirect negotiations, the contending 
parties be obliged to have recourse to 
mediation or arbitration in cases indi- 
cated by the present act. 2. All other 
cases of mediation or arbitration will 
be recommended by signatory powers, 
butwill remain optiona]. J. Each of 
the signatory powers uot. involved in 
the conflict has in all cases, even dur- 
ing hostilities, the right to offer the 
contending parties its good offices for 
mediation or propose that they have re- 
course to the mediation of another 
power egually neutral, or. to arbitra- 
tion. This cannot be considered by 
either of the contending parties as an 
unfriendly act, nothing being obliga- 
tery. 4. A demand for, or offer of 
mediztion takes precedence of a pro- 
posal for arbitration, but arbitration 
may or must be proposec, according to 
circumstances, not only when there is 
no demand or offer of mediation, but 
also when mediation would bave been 
rejected or would not have led to con- 
ciliation. <A proposal of mediation or 
arbitration untii formally accepted by 
all the contending parties, cannot un- 
less there be a convention to the con- 
trary, delaying impending mobilization 
or other preparatory meausres or mili- 
tary operations. 6. Recourse to media- 
tion or arbitration, in conformity with 
article 1 is obligatory in the case of 
A blank space follows the word 
‘‘case of,’’ to be filled in by Count 
Nigra later.

Windsor. Ont.. Jane 2.—Rev. Dr. 
Austin’s heresy case occupied the 
whole of the Methodist conference, for 
London district, here ; today and this 
evening and was decided against Dr. 
Austin. He was condemned on all 
four charges and deposed from the 
ninistry of the Methodist church. His 
defence will be published shortly. 
After preliminaries, Dr. Austin was 
heard. He frankly admitted himself 
to be a spiritualist, but. contended that 
spiritualism was not un-Metbodistic. 
Little sympathy was shown with 
Austin in the course of his re-arks, 
interruptions and hisses being frequent. 
The charges were taken up in their 
order and the findings of committee ot 
the St. Thomas district were sustained 
to the effect that Dr. Austin is not in 
harmony with the teachings of the 
Methodist church. It was then moved 
by Rev. J. R. Gundy and seconded by 
Rev. Joseph Deacon, that the charge 
preferred by Rev. A. H. Going against 
Rev. Dr. Austin baving been proved 
and sostained, Dr. Austin be now and 
is hereby deposed frons the ministry of 
the Methodist church.

Some very sensational reports 
have been sent out which are probably 
more or less exaggerated, but it would 
seem 3 conservative estimate to put the 
present promise at 250 to 275,000,000 
bushels. The spring wheat outlook is 
quite in contrast with that of the wir 
ter wh2at crop, the condition and pros. 
pect being well nigh perfect at this 
time and this fact, together with the 
rather limited export demand, deters 
buy ng to some extent. The crop r 
ports from Southern Russia and Ron 
mania continue very bad. Other Euro 
pean countries have fair to good pros- 
pects althongh Beerbohm today esti- 
mates the total crop of Europe at 
160,000,000 bushels less than the 
amount raised in 1898. When this is 
taken in connection with the certain 
shortage on this side and the moderat+ 
visible reserves, it makes a situation 
which should justify buying whenever 
the market shows weakness.

) Indians, men, women 
drowned last Friday 
Nouds, near Laygan, Al 
berta, while going to the reservation 
near that place, to attend the spring 
“potlatch,” pagan ceremony, where 
heathen religious rites and a divisicn of 
property are the chief features. They 
were travelling in boats rudely manu 
factured of cariboo and skins of other 
animals, when two long boats collided. 
Both vessels were rendered useless and 
the entire party lost. A third vessel 
bearing skins of deer, cariboo, mountain 
sheep and goats, and manned by four 
Indians, reached the spot as the last 
surviving Indian slipped from the cap- 
sized boat and disappeared in the glacier 
fed waters of the lake. A dense cloud 
resting on the surface of the lake was 
responsible for the accident.

Through passengers will have a choice of 
routes to the Pacitic coast by the mail 
line or by the Crow’s Nest Pass branch, 
just as they now have the option of 
travelling around the north shore of 
Lake Superior, or by the upper lake 
steamships of the company between 
Owen Sound and Port Arthur and Fort 
William. This new fast service is to be 
greatly supplemented by an_ increased 
local service on different sections of the 
line, so that the accelerated speed will be 
largely obtained by the reduction of the 
number of local stops.

line sleeper will be taken on here and 
pulled to Dunmore, where connection 


will be made with a train for Kootenay 
Landing on the Crow’s Nest Pass line. 
This sleeper will be for the accommoda- 
tion of travellers who wish to go through 
the Kootenay region, and will be taken 
right through to the Landing. <A buffet 
car service will be maintained in connec- 
tion with this train. The “ imperial 
limited ” will be followed out of Winni- 
peg by a local passenger train, which 
will run to Moose Jaw ‘and handle local 
traffic. This train will arrive at Moose 
Jaw at 23:30 and leave at 2:30 in the 
morning, and will be known as train No.

Buffalo, June 1.—The trouble on the 
docks here has broken out again.

The strikers 
held « meeting at 8 o'clock tonight, 
and it was aunounced that the grain 
shovelers would quit work tomorrow if 
the freight handlers’ grievances were 
not remedied. 

Montreal, June 1.—The strike of the 
G.T.8. trackmen has reached its tenth 
day and there is no sign of settlement 
yet. The Grand Trunk officials refuse 
to discuss the situation, simply saying 
there is nothing to discuss.

OIL AND NAPTHA. 


A GOVERNMENT MEASURE WHICH 
WILL AFFECT PRICES. 


Discussion of a Bill Regulating the 
Packing of Apples for Export— 
Alien Labor Law. 


Ottawa, May 31.—The house of com- 
mons yesterday put through committee 
the bill which changes the regulations 
respecting the inspecting of coal oil 
and Napthain such a wav that the 
price of oil will be reduced, though the 
customs protection afforded on Cana- 
dian oil will remain unchanged. 
| There was a prolonged discussion 
over a bill toamend the weights and 
measures act. It provides that all ap- 
ples packed in Canada for sale by the 
barrel shall be packed either in cylin- 
drical veneer barrels as _ specified or in 
ordinary barrels of specitied measure- 
ments. It also provides that any one 
who suffers or exposes for sale, or who 
packs for ex,ortation, supplies by bar- 
rel otherwise than in accordance witb 
the foregoing provisions sball be liable 

“to a penalty of 25 cents per barrel. A 
number of members urged that the bil] 
should apply only to apples intended 
for export because otherwise farmers 
who sell apples locally in sugar and 
flour barrels of varying size would be 
liable to a penalty. In reply to this it 
was stated that a similar law was now 
in force. The only change is allowing 
the use of cylindrical veneer barrels 
and one with regard to barrel measure- 
ment. Finally, the bill was allowed 
to stand. in order that members may 
consult their constituents with regard 
to it.

AT DAGGERS DRAWN. 


Collision Between the Director of the 
Experimental Farms and Dairy 
Commissioner. 

Ottawa, June 1.—A small sensation 
was created in the committee on agri- 
culture, one of the standing committees 
of the house of commons by the dis- 
closure of serious differences of opinion 
between the director of experimental 
farms and the agricultural commission- 
er, both officials of the same depart- 
ment. There has been for vears an un- 
dercurrent of jealousy between Prof. 
Saunders, the director of farms, ana 
Prof. Robertson, the dairy and agricul- 
tural commissioner. The latter was 
stationed at the central experimental 
farm when he came out form Scotland 
some years ago, and was under the su- 
pervision of Porf. Saunders, and with 
his promotion to headquarters as dairy 
and agricultura: commissioner there 
came a feeling of resentment on the 
part of Dr. Saunders at any interfer- 
ence with his branch of the department 
from Mr. Robertson. The latter has 
confined himself pretty much to dairy 
matters and to the cultivation of trade 
between Canada and Great Britain in 
these lines, but last year Mr. Robertson 
underteok to urge on the minister of 
agriculture and on the committee the 
scneme of illustration stations which 
are a series of miniature experimental 
farms. It is said that Dr. Saunders 
very strongly resented what he termed 
an intrusion by Mr. Robertson into his 
own branch. It is also said that he 
made known his hostility to the scheme 
to some members of the committee last 
session and asa consequence serious 
objections were raised in the committee 
to its adoption, and fivally the minister 
stated that he wuuld hold the matter 
for the present. It has been recently 
announced that Mr. Robert-on is going 
ahead, without tbe sanction of the 
committee and against the judgment of 
some of its most experienced members, 
with the scheme of il‘ustration sta- 
tions. 

She dairy commissioner has not been 
able to conceal some of his views with 
regard to the experimental farms and 
their management. It was repo 
that Prof. Saunders warmly resente 
the attitude taken by Prof. Robertson. 

It is claimed that Prof. Robertson’s 
title of agricultural commissioner was 
purposely created so asto give hima 
technical authority over Dr. Saunders, 
bat whether it really does or not isa 
question that has never been raised. 
Now that it is likely to be tested there 
promises to be rather an interesting 
time.

NEW INSPECTION AC 


THE VARIOUS GRAIN DIVISIONS 
UNITED INTO ONE. 


A Protection Against Lowering the 
Quality of Grain in Elevaters — 
Distriet of Manitoba. 


Ottawa, May 30 —The act to amend 
the genera] inspection act has not yet 
been printed. The grades of grain and 
what constitute the same, formerly 
dealt with by order in counci}, beye 
been incorporated in the bill, anc cau 
only in fature be changed by amending 
the statute. Provision is given to the 
governor in council to make such regu- 
lations as he deems necessary for the 
governing of inspectors in their work 
of inspection and as to the methcd of 
dealing with public elevators and grain 
warehouses, and he may demand re- 
turns pericdically of their receipts and 
shipments of grain. 

After September 1, 1899, the inspec- 
tion divisions of Winnipeg, Brandon 
and Port Arthur shall cease to exist, 
and the whole of Manitoba, and that 
portion of Ontario west of and includ- 
ing the existing district of Port Arthur 
shall be known as the inspection dis- 
trict of Manitoba. The inspectors of 
grain and their qualified deputies, who 
at the date when the regulations come 
into force, are legally acting as inspec- 
tors and deputy inspectors at Winnipeg, 
Fort William or Emerson, shall, with- 
out necessity for gualification, become 
inspectors 2nd d2puty inspectors for the 
district of Manitoba. 

Certificates of inspection given. by 
Manitoba inspectors shall in all cases 
in which straight grades are granted an 
elevator for shipment to eastward 
points, accompany the grain to its des- 
tiuation and no certificate of any grain 
purporting to be of the grade or num- 
ber of two Manitoba hard or one or two 
Manitoba northern wheat shall be is 
sued by any inspector appointed for the 
divisions east of the Manitoba district. 

Should the chief grain inspector find, 
on investigation, that wheat shipped 
from any elevator is being systemati- 
cally reduced in quality below the gen- 
eral average quality of the wheat of 
similar grades in the bias of public 
elevators, ne shall instruct’ the inspec- 
tors that no such wheat shall be allow- 
ed to pass inspection except on a lower 
grade. 
or deputy inspector inspects grain, and 
the owner of such grain is dissatisfied 
with the grading of such grain by the 
inspector or the deputy, the said owner 
may appeal from the said inspector’s 
grading to the chief grain inspector, 
who shall view a proper sample of the 
grain respecting which grading is in 
dispute, drawn or secured in a manner 
satisfactory to the chief: inspector, and 
give his decision thereon, which shall 
be final, unless the cwner, within 
twenty-four hours, makes a further ap- 
peal to the survey board for each dis- 
trict, in which case the said survey 
board shall give a final decision to set- 
tle the proper grading of the wheat ip 
dispute. 

The survey board for the Manitoba 
inspection district shall consist of com- 
petent persons, to be nominated, one- | 
half each by the board of trade of the 
city of Winnipeg and by the minister

flow They Made Mummies. 

A body might be mummified in three 
different ways, and the price varied ac- 
cordingly. In the first and most expen- 
sive method the brain was extracted 
through the nose by means of an iron 
probe, and the intestines were removed 
entirely from the body through an in- 
cision made in the side with a sharp 
Ethiopian stone. The intestines were 
cleansed and washed in palm wine, and, 
after being covered with powdered aro- 
matic gums, were placed in Canopic 
jars. The body was then filled up with 
myrrh and cassia and other fragrant 
and astringent substances and was laid 
in natron for 70 days. It was then care- 
fully washed and wrapped up in strips 
of fine linen smeared with gum. The 
cost of mummifying a body in this fash- 
ion wasa talent of silver, or about £240. 

In the second method the brain was 
not removed at all, and the intestines 
were simply dissolved and removed in a 
fluid state. The body was also laid in 
salt or natron, which, it is said, dis- 
solved everything except the skin and 
bones. The cost of mummifying in this 
manner was 22 mine, or nearly $90. 

The third method was employed for 
the poor only.
